Not! Further Stated About Roumanian Troops That Have Invaded 
B Unofficial Report That Enemy Has Evacuated Silistria 
and Turtukai, Which Were Recently Captured—Heavy Fighting 
in Progress Also West of Lutsk and in Region of Zlota Lipa River.

LONDON, Oct. 3—Although the Roumanians continue to gain 
ground against the Austro-Germans at various points in Transylvania, 
the situation in Dobrudja, which has attained added interest since the 
crossing of the Danube into Bulgaria by Roumamian forces, remains 
uncertain, 

Bucharest says that violent fighting continues all along the line 
south of the railroad running from Constanza to the Danube, with the 
Teutonie allies offering stubborn resistance to the Roumanian and 
Russian forces. Nothing is said, however, concerning the troops which 
invaded Bulgaria. 

Sofia asserts that only ‘‘several battalions’? of Roumanians made 
their way across the river, and Berlin reports the destruction behind 
them by German monitors of the pontoon bridges over which they 
made the passage. 

An unofficial despatch from Rome asserts that Field Marshal Von 
Mackenzen has ordered the evacuation of the Dobrudja fortresses of 
Silistria and Turtukai, recently captured by the Teutonic allies, in 
the fear of their being enveloped by the Roumanians, 

Violent fighting has been in progress in Russia, west of Lutsk 
and in Galicia in the region of the Zlota Lipa river. In the latter 
region, according to Petrograd, neither the Russians nor the Teutonic 
allies have been able to gain any marked advantage. West of Lutsk, 
according to Petrograd, the Russians made advances, but Berlin re- 
ports that all attacks here were repulsed, the Russians suffering ex-’ 
ceptionally heavy casualties. In the attacks, says Berlin, which were 
preceded by terrific bombardments, the Russian Guards made 17 un- 
successful onslaughts, and another division twelve, 

As regards the fighting in Macedonia Sofia admits that the heavy 
artillery fire of the Serbs in the region of Kaimakealan Heights caus- 
ed the Bulgarians to withdraw to the Moglenica Valley in order to 
avoid unnecessary losses, but asserts that entente attacks elsewhere 
along the front were repulsed. 

Berlin records an advance against the British who recently cross- 
ed the Struma northwest of Lake Tahinos, while Paris reports that the 
Bulgarians have abandoned several positions in the Starkov-Grob 
and Brod river regions, and that four towns northeast of Florina in 
Greece have been occupied by the entente allies.

COTTON MAY SELL 
AT FAMINE PRICES 


Wholesale Dry Goods Merchants 
In Ottawa Predict Great 
Scarcity Shortly 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Oct. 3.—Wholesale dry 
goods merchants predict that cotton 
will be selling at famine prices with- 
in the next twelve months, At the 
present rate at which the price of cot- 
ton is climbing upwards, a famine 
price will be reached in a very short 


time. Almost every day the New York 
market is recording a jump in the 
price of that product. The latest 


jump, which was registered yesterday, 
amounting to $4 a bale of 500 pounds, 
almost one cent a pound. 

At present raw cotton is selling for 
16 cents a pound, which is three-fifths 
more than the price at which it was 
selling a few years ago before the war 
broke out. The cotton crop this year 
has been somewhat of a failure.
